1By resolution passed in 2002, the AWBA established on-River firming as the highest priority of use for credits accrued
through expenditure of general fund appropriations. Pursuant to the Agreement to Firm dated February 4, 2005, a total of
230,280 acre-feet of credits were transferred to the AWBA long-term storage subaccount for MCWA in 2005. An additional
25,894 acre-feet of credits have been reserved under Exhibit C of the Amended Agreement to Firm, dated December 8,

2010, for a total of 256,174 acre-feet.

2 Credits developed pursuant to methods identified under IGA for satisfying firming obligations to the Gila River Indian
Community. Credits include 88,313 AF and 17,077 AF of LTS credits accrued at the Gila River Indian Irrigation and Drainage
